SACRAMENTO (UPl) -

Reagan, 
longing for a “ decent place" 
where future governors can 
reside, 
today 
asked 
the 
legislature for $950,000 to 
build a 37-room mansion on 
a 
bluff 
overlooking 
the 
scenic American River. 
Ironically, the governor 
proposed that the Spanish- 
style mansion be financed 
by a “ windfall” from the 
state 
income 
tax 
withholding system. Reagan 
originally 
opposed 
the 
withholding 
concept 
but 
changed his mind in 1970. 
Deputy State Architect 
William 
Vick 
said 
the 
$950,000 
appropriation 
would 
pay 
for 
basic 
construction of the mansion 
but not for furnishings and 
other unspecified “ refine­ 
ments.” which would be 
included in 
the 
1974-75 
budget 
The mansion ultimately 
would 
cost 
about 
$1.3 
million. 


Preliminary plans for the 
new mansion call for five 
bedrooms for the governor’s 
family, a five-car garage, a 
24-by-48 
foot 
swimming 
a tennis court, a concealed 
bar, two guest rooms and a 
sauna bath. 


The proposal by Reagan's 
private architect, William 
Stephenson, also includes a 
temperature-controlled 
wine storage room which 
could convert into a fallout 
shelter.

1975, Vick said.

Researchers undiscovereij 


STANFORD (UPI i — Eight researchers 
who feigned insanity to get into mental 
hospitals said Wednesday that the staffs 
never recognized them as sane despite 
their normal behavior once they were 
admitted. 
The only people who caught on were the 
other patients in the 12 hospitals, reported 
David L. Rosenhan. a professor of law and 
psychology at Stanford University who 
directed the project 
He said the eight “ pseudopatients,” five 
men and three women, .spent an average of 
19 days in the hospitals and were labelled 
as schizophrenics “ in remi.ssion" when 
they got out. 
Rosenhan, who reported the project in 


Science magazine, said the experiment 
was carefully worked out and involved a 
dozen hospitals in five states—some old. 
some 
new. 
some 
associated 
with 
universities, some public, some private 
Names of the hospitals were not disclosed 
The researchers gained admission by 
pretending schizophrenic symptoms But 
once admitted, all did their best to appear 
sane 
Neverthele.ss, Rosenhan said, in no case 
did the staff of the ho.spital recognize any 
of the researchers as a sane person. 
He said the project showed that once a 
person has been diagnosed as mentally ill. 
the label “ has a life and influence of its 
own ” and can never be shaken.

Instead. Mars was wracked by volcanoes 
for 3 billion years and washed in the distant 
past by rivers of water flowing over its 
surface. 


This picture was given Wednesday by 
scientists who analyzed data from Mariner 
9, which was launched from Cape Kennedy 
May 30. 1971, and began orbiting the “ Red 
Planet” 167 days later The spaceship was 
shut down Oct 27 after orbiting Mars 698 
times. 


Harold Masursky of the U.S. Geological 
Survey said the analysis of data indicated 
the probe had “ de.stroyed the myth” that 
Mars was old and dead. 
“ We think It has been alive all the time.” 
Masursky said “ We see volcanic centers 
which are heavily cratered and which have 
to be very old.” 
But scientists who briefed reporters said 
there was nothing to indicate the presence 
of life on Mars today 
They said the 
conclusion that water once flowed on Mars 
increases the probability that life existed 
there at some time They said there might 
still be volcanic activity beneath the 
Martian surface.

The full house was just as enthusiastic in their 
appreciation as these perform ers are dedicated to 
their art. 
This dedication becomes even m ore evident when 
it is learned that none receives pay and all money 
goes back into the company for costum es and 
instrum ents. We need m ore am ateur groups of this 
caliber who by the love of what they are doing 
become 
m ore 
devoted 
to 
scholarship 
and 
authenticity than many professionals. There are 
local groups that deserve m ore support than they 
are receiving from the public. 
"A m an” 
is an 
Arabic 
word 
which 
is an 
expression of jubilation or praise. The groups 
complete repertoire also extends into African and 
near E astern cultures or any place influenced by 
the 
Ottoman 
Em pire. 
The 
limited 
facilities 
available here made it necessary to curtail the 
scope of the program . For some it may have been 
responsible for a slight lack of variety especially 
those not com m itted to folk culture. 
The costum es were fresh, varied, colorful and 
authentic. Some were even gifts to the group from 
the governm ents of areas involved. Som etimes 
their dress was alike as when the women becam e a 
Troatian chorus for some lovely songs. In the 


Transylvanian "Spring Dance” all ladies wore 
bright red over-sxirts. For other dances each 
costume had its own hand-made design and color. 
These obviously involved a tremendous investment 
of money by the company. 
One highlight among a wealth of colorful and 
lively num bers was "Bunjevacko Momacko” , a 
bachelor dance of accelerating tempo in which the 
men wore landing spurs to accentuate their fancy 
footwork. In “ Dance Done Often” from Thrace the 
men seemed to hover above the earth with their 
fancy footwork, accompanied by the “ gaida” , a 
Bulgarian bagpipe.

South has nearly all his 
strength in spades and dia­ 
monds and goes to three no- 
trump. North has told his 
story and passes. 
You may also land at three 


no-trump with modern meth­ 
ods that do not include the 
transfer bid.

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Revenue sharing funds 
now total $3 million 


Santa Barbara County coffers now hold the tidy sum of 
$3,057,857 in federal revenue sharing funds for 1972. 
County Auditor - Controller Paul Floyd reports receipt of 
a new payment of $1,496,894, marking the second payment 
for last year. Before Christmas, his office received a check 
for $1,560,963. 
Under President Nixon s revenue-sharing program, the 
county stands ready to receive a total of approximately $6.8 
million by the end of the 1973-74 fiscal year on June 30, 1974, 
Flovd said. 
The county can aceummulate that total under provisions 
of the program, or spend it during the 18-month period. 
Meanwhile, County Administrative Officer Raymond D 
Johnson revealed his report on recommendations on how 
the money could be spent will likely be made in early 
February. The Board of Supervisors had requested such a 
report as of Feb. 1, but Johnson said a slight delay in 
submission of the report is possible. 
Floyd said the U.S. Treasury checks are being deposited 
in a special revenue - sharing fund and drawing interest in a 
bank He said he expected the next check in March or April 
and felt it might total about $700,000 or more. 


Cachuma Project water 
rates to remain same 


Inflation hasn't affected the cost of Cachuma Project 
water to the various water agencies and cities in the 
county. 
The U.S. Bureau of Reclamation has just notified the 
County Water Agency that the same rates for Cachuma 
water ranging from $10 per acre foot for Santa Ynez 
district agricultural water, up to $35 per acre foot for 
municipal and industrial water, will prevail once more 
during the coming water year starting May 15. 
The rates have been the same since the Cachuma 
contract was signed in 1949, declared County Public Works 
Director Norman Caldwell. He said he felt the notification 
was for the purpose of giving notification to the water 
entities preliminary to their ordering water. 
While the $10 an acre foot for agricultural water is 
charged in Santa Ynez district, the cost of agricultural 
water delivered to Goleta, Summerland, Montecito and 
Carpinteria districts — via Tecolote Tunnel — is $25 an acre 
foot. 
The $35 per acre foot charge to all member units for 
water used for municipal and industrial purposes is based 
on supplying areas which have 300 or more connections 
within a square mile. 


Added salary survey 
input agreed upon 


Apparent agreement between the county administration 
and five county employe groups to make use of additional 
salary survey input — including U.S. government consumer 
price index figures— has been reported. 
County Administrative Officer Raymond D. Johnson said 
he felt “ the groups seem to concur with the basic concept of 
a consumer price index adjustm ent in July .” 


County Employees' Assn. General Manager Zack L. 
Stringer declared he felt there was general agreement 
along this line in salary survey talks involving the 
administration, his association, and the other employe 
groups. 


Talks between county administration and employe 
organization representatives will continue later this month. 


It was felt that the county should continue to use the eight 
- county sample formula in getting input to establish county 
salary levels, with employe groups firm on insisting that 
additional input such as cost - of - living index figures be 
used in considering higher salaries this year. 


opinion. Employe groups lean toward a July 1 effective 
date on salary readjustm ents even though the survey might 
be conducted much later than that this year, it is 
understood.

4. The rates for each additional minute on 
som e calls in all tim e periods will be 
raised in a range from one cent to five cen ts. 
5. In terstate WATS rates will be in creased 
about tw o p ercent. 
6. Kates for station-to-station calls you dial 
yourself w ithout o p erato r assistan ce d u r­ 
ing evenings, nights, or w eekends will 
rem ain th e sam e. 


Interim rates and supporting data have been 
filed w ith th e Federal C om m unications Com ­ 
m ission. T he in creases for Long D istance calls 
have been authorized by th e FCC on an interim 
basis to be effective [anuary 22,1973. The FCC 
will conduct additional hearings on the law ful­ 
ness of the rates, and FCC rules perm it any in­ 
tere ste d persons to a p p ear and particip ate. 
This will be only the second general increase 
in in terstate Long D istance rate levels in al­ 
m ost 20 years. During th is period, in spite of 
inflation, in te rsta te Long D istance rates have 
been red u ced repeatedly. Even with this in­ 
crease. the level of the new rates will still be 
below the 1953 level. Yet in those 20 in terv en ­ 
ing years, the cost of living has gone up m ore 
than 50 p ercen t. The new rates are designed to 
in crease total revenues from in terstate service 
by about tw o p ercen t.

aspirants to public office, 
particularly those seeking 
statew ide 
office, 
have 
rai sed 
s o m e 
s e r i o u s 
questions of propriety as 
well as the adequacy of the 
state s electioneering and 
campaign report laws. 
Technically, one does not 
b e c o m e 
an 
o f f i c i a l 
candidate until he has filed 
the necessary papers with 
the county clerk. The time 
for such filing is set by law 
and 
precedes 
the 
actual 
election date by only a few 
weeks. 
In the past those who 
looked forward to running 
for 
an 
office 
usually 
w i t h h e l d 
f o r m a l 
declarations 
until 
shortly 
before the official 
filing 
time. 
One reason was to avoid 
being denied free radio and 
TV time which occurs when 
one is an avowed candiate. 
Another was the belief that 
premature announcements 
as a candidate made one a

disastrous results. 
But the new trend seem s 
to be to throw all caution to 
the winds and jump into a

early last year, almost two 
years in advance of filing 
time.

Speaker Robert Moretti

But aside from the ethics 
of such a case, there is a 
question of taxation.

Further, “. . . if political 
campaign contributions are 
put to personal use . . . they 
are reportable income. . .

Sanderson is now free to negotiate 
with any team in the WHA, or return 
to his former club in the NHL the 
Stanley

champion 
Boston 
Bruins. 
"I don’t know where we’d play 
him,” Bruins’ Managing Director 
Harry Sinden said in Boston. “ We re 
very 
satisfied

The balloting was con­ 
ducted by Newspaper Enter­ 
prise Association among the 
team captains and player 
representatives of the 26 
NFL teams, in cooperation 
with the NFL Players Asso­ 
ciation 
The honor, inaugurated by 
NEA in 1966 to recognize the 
growing role of defense in 
pro ball, has gone to such 
modern greats as Larry Wil­ 
son, Deacon Jones, Dick But- 
kus and Carl Eller. 
Greene is a logical bearer 
of the defensive tradition 
The Steelers this year moved 
to their first division cham­ 
pionship in history because 
of a development which be­ 
gan with the drafting of 
Mean Joe as their No 
1 
choice in 1969 He was the 
anchor of the building pro­ 
gram by coach Chuck Noll, 
who arrived the same year 
Led by his charge at the 
defensive left 
tackle, 
the 
Steelers have come up with 
a ferocious pass rush which 
led the American Football 
Conference in sacking the 
quarterback this season and 
also cut off the opposition 
from scoring touchdowns in 
seven of the 14 games on the 
regular season schedule 
Mean Joe is a 6-4. 270- 
pound specimen with great 
agility and speed He was a 
unanimous All-American at 
North Texas State, where he 
picked up his nickname Act­ 
ually, Joe claims it belonged 


to the team, whose color was 
green, 
hence the Mean 
Green, and the name simply 
was transferred to him in­ 
dividually. 
He did nothing to dispel its 
connotation his rookie year 
with the Steelers when he 
was twice thrown out of 
games, first for putting the 
slug on quarterback Fran 
Tarkenton of the Giants with 
an elbow, second for mixing 
with guard Jim Vellone of 
the Vikings, and then that 
w inter he spit at a Pittsburgh 
sports writer with whose ob­ 
servations he disagreed 
Nevertheless he was the 
defensive rookie of the yeai 
and made the Pro Bowl and 
he has made it every year 
since. The truth 
is, Joe 
Greene is not an extraordin­ 
arily pugnacious person But 
he does have the natural 
combativeness which every 
defensive lineman must have 
to exist in the so-called “ pit 
ol pro football. 
“ Going after the quarter­ 
back,” he has said, “ is like 
playing king of the moun 
tain When you get the quart­ 
erback. you’re on top of the 
mountain He's the brams of 
the team I learned a long 
time ago that if you kill the 
head, the body will die 
Actually. 1 have one aim 
in football—to beat the ball 
tc the ball carrier. 1 don't 
know how how to do it. but I 
keep trying ” 
He has acquired the sophis­ 
tication that comes from 
playing his position several 
years—not getting suckered 
on traps, recognizing the 
draw, dropping off against 
the screen, but nevertheless 
pursuing his main function of 
breaking 
into the 
enemy 
backfield. 
And 
he thinks 
he has 
pretty much squelched his 
bad-boy image. “ I don't hate 
anybody," says Joe. ‘ I’m 
loose, easy going But if a 
guy takes a shot at me, I 
might go back and get him 
Especially if the guy hap­ 
pens to have the football.

Totalitarianism

WASHINGTON — On his return in 
1919 from the newborn Soviet Union, 
muckraker Lincoln Steffens told 
Bernard Baruch: “ I have been over 
into the future, and it works."

mind-bending

to 
Moscow, 
returning 
alm ost 
always 
with 
equally fanciful evaluations of the 
Workers’ Paradise. Like the com ic 
British Communist in the movie, 
“I ’m all right, Jack ,’’ they were 
blinded by “all those wheat fields 
and all that ballet," and hence 
perceived no tyranny. The illusion 
persisted well into our own tim e 
until it was finally and devastatingly 
destroyed 
— not by a Western 
in te lle c tu a l, 
but 
by 
N ik ita 
Khrushchev, 
who in his famous 
speech to the Politburo told it as it 
was under the tyranny of Stalin and 
Beria 
Deprived 
of 
their 
spiritual 
homeland and belatedly wary of 
authoritarian com m unism (perhaps 
the clim ate has changed, now that 
Hanoi is chic on the canape circuit), 
Western intellectuals of necessity 
had to create another. Many of 
them, when they 
rested on the 
seventh 
day, 
found 
they 
had 
wrought: Sweden. 
It was a natural enough choice. 
Sweden had a policy of neutralism in 
World War II (while doing very 
well, thank you, out of selling iron 
ore to the Nazis until the tide 
turned) and Vietnam. She has a 
cra d le-to -th e-g ra v e 
so cia lism , 
swinging sexual m ores and a total 
com m itm ent 
to 
every 
cause 
remotely connected with that trendy 
golden calf, environmentalism. To 
cap it all off, Sweden was more than 
happy 
to 
grant 
sanctuary 
to 
American 
deserters 
and 
draft- 
dodgers who discovered pacifism 
when their Vietnam number cam e 
up. To those who make a profession 
of hating America and all its works 
except the weekly paycheck, of 
course, Sweden was, well, groovy 
But there is, after all, a worm in 
the Swedish apple Or so it seem s to 
R o l a n d 
H u n t f o r d , 
v e t e r a n 
Scandinavian 
correspondent 
of 
London’s "Observer," a Briton who 
has lived in Stockholm for many 
years. 
Huntford, in a recently published 
b o o k 
c a l l e d 
“ T h e 
N e w 
Totalitarians," portrays the Swedes 
as a nation of sheep from which all 
individuality has been ground out by 
authoritarian bureaucrats, social- 
engineering educators and a Social

They are free to say 
what they want, to travel where 
they will and to turn the Social 
Dem ocrats out of office, if that is 
their desire. 
The 
yoke 
the 
Swedes 
wear, 
according to Huntford, is a gentle, 
silken but hardly less restricting 
one: In the name of egalitarianism , 
they 
have 
forfeited 
personal 
freedom, worshipping the collective 
good

Certain it is that the state plays an 
Orwellian role in Swedish life. At 
birth, every Swede is given a six­ 
digit number which follows him 
wherever 
he

police, 
tax, 
automobile and educational records. 
While a sm all child, he is left in 
the care of strangers, for the sim ple 
reason that Sweden’s sky-high taxes 
(to finance the socialist system ) 
com pel both parents to work to 
make ends m eet. He attends schools 
designed (according to Huntford) to 
m a ss-p r o d u c e 
not 
ed u ca te d 
individuals but “cogs in a society- 
m achine." 
When he m arries and manages to 
save enough money, the house that 
he buys will be as like his neighbor’s 
as Tweedledum and Tweedledee. 
Should he be bold enough to want to 
paint the shutters of his house a 


different 
color, 
he 
must 
seek 
perm ission from his local authority. 
It is true that he will not go hungry 
or unhoused, that he will receive 
hospital care when he is ill and a 
pension 
when 
he 
retires. 
But 
through the system of taxation, he 
has 
lost 
his 
options: 
He 
must 
receive these benefits and no others. 
He spends his life in the warm lap of 
the state and dies . . satisfied? One 
wonders. 
Crime, alcoholism and 
suicide rates continue to clim b. For 
those who escape these plagues, 
there rem ains the crushing weight 
of a boring conformity.

“ what we are doing is taking som e 
freedom 
from the minority and 
giving more to the m ajority." 
For Huntford, the Swedes, given 
the choice between “ technological 
p e r f e c t i o n 
a n d 
p e r s o n a l 
liberty...have chosen perfection." 
“ P i o n e e r s 
in 
t h e 
n e w 
totalitarianism , the Swedes," he 
concludes, "are a warning of what 
probably lies in store for the rest of 
us, unless we care to resist control 
and centralization, and unless we 
rem em ber that politics are not to be 
delegated, but are the concern of the 
individual." 
Huntford’s sharply critical book 
may be an overstatem ent, but there 
is much truth in it. His thesis is one 
that needed airing, and now more 
than ever in the light of P alm e’s 
recent 
unctuous 
attack 
on 
this 
country for the bombing of Hanoi 
and Haiphong.

Through 
som e 
transitions 
in 
managem ent, regular auditing of 
som e state government operations, 
formerly 
accomplished 
by 
the 
Finance 
Department, 
apparently 
got lost in the shuffle. 
Among these have been the state 
financed district fairs, whose fiscal 
conduct in the past have been good 
and 
bad 
depending 
upon 
the 
m anagem ent at each of the fairs. 
This lapse in supervision is now 
being rectified by the Division of 
Fairs, a Department of Agriculture 
agency, which has launched its own 
audit program 
Certain to raise questions will be 
the 
peccadilloes of 
Allen. Ross, 
secretary manager of the Santa 
Barbara District Fair. 
Ross cam e to public attention 
during a Senate investigation of the 
Del Mar district fair. At that tim e 
he was under contract to manage 
the horse show at Del Mar. The 
investigation 
disclosed 
that, 
in 
addition to the fees paid him as 
manager, he was profiting from the 
sale 
of 
ribbons 
and 
trophies 
furnished the fair by him through a 
business he owned in Los Angeles. 
The item s were purchased without 
bid 
contrary 
to 
standard 
state 
procedures. 


When his services at Del Mar 
w ere 
discontinued 
R oss, 
who 
testified he had dropped his true 
name 
when 
he 
entered 
show 
business, secured em ploym ent at 
Santa Barbara. 
Despite the fact he is paid the full 
tim e salary of $19,500 a year to 
manage the Santa Barbara fair, 
Ross has continued to operate as an 
entrepreneur. 


According to a list prepared by 
him self, his moonlighting activities 
have extended to the management 
of 11 horseshows around the state. 
This is in addition to two horseshows 
at Santa Barbara. It is estim ated 
that his outside earnings are in 
excess of his regular pay. 


A study of the schedule reveals 
the extra 
curricular horseshows 
cover a total of 53 days. Since state 
work days average 22 days a month, 
his attendance at these other events 
would occupy two and a half months 
of his tim e away from his regular 
full tim e job. 


However, those fam iliar with the 
fair business say that the extra work 
involves more tim e than that These 
informed persons indicate the tim e 
necessary 
for 
preparation 
and 


arrangements before the events is 
at least equal to the number of days 
of the actual show. Some say an 
accu rate 
accounting 
of 
the 
preparation time would probably be 
twice that of the show itself. 


Taking the more modest estim ate 
it 
would 
appear 
that 
Ross 
is 
devoting five months, or nearly half 
of his work year to efforts not 
related to his regular job at Santa 
Barbara. 


In the promotion of these ventures 
Ross uses his state office at Santa 
Barbara, 
including 
the 
staff, 
equipment and telephones. He no 
longer uses a state car since the 
Division of Fairs refued to buy a 
new car after the old one wore out. 
Officials of the Division of Fairs 
have indicated that while they frown 
on such moonlighting they have no 
authority to prohibit it. They say 
Ross, 
according 
to 
the 
Santa 
Barbara Fair Board, is fulfilling his 
em p loym en t 
ob ligation s 
and 
working a mimimum of 40 hours a 
week for them. 
The audit will be reviewing R oss’ 
travel 
expenses 
to 
determine 
whether state expenses have been 
claimed for trips in connection with 
his moonlighting
